BELFAST AGAIN DIBGRACED RY A “RR.

xi rar, Jan. 30.—There was terrific 
rioting in the Petershill,Carriekhill and 
Shankhill districts of this city on Sat- 
urday night. Tho trouble originated 
through soldiers belonging to the West 


Urrey regiment insulting a number of 


Catholic civilians. The latter retaliated 
by stoning the soldiers, many ot whom 
were injured. This was followed by 
wholesale arreste,over 100 being locked 
up. A constable engaged in this duty 
was seriously injured by the excited 
crowd. Finally military pickets were 
called out and quiet was restored. This 
evening the rioting was renewed,and at 
this hour the police and mob are ex- 
changing shots. Thirty persons are ro- 
ported killed and 100 more injured. 
ANOTHER VERSION. 
Altogether fifty rioters have been ar- 
rested. The trouble originated on Sat- 
urday night in a row between Protest- 
ants and Catholics. The arrival of the 
police incensed the mob and led to a 
free use of revolvers and stones. The 
police were compelled to fire for their 
own protection. The Mayor and other 
authorities did their best to prevent a 
renewal of tho riot to-night, but without 
success. Only three persons were ar- 
rested to-night. The outbreak to-night 
was caused by the appearance of two 
constables who gave evidence before 
the riots investigation committee. The 
constables were roughly handled and 
reinforcements had to be called out.

Formidable Iron-Clads- 


In addition to a formidable list of gun- 
boats, unarmored cruisers, torpedo cruisers, 
and torpedo- boats the English admiralty has 
in hand two classes of iron-clads that may 
fairly rank as first-rate. The first of these 
~—which might be called the Admiral” 
class, each ship rey | named after some fa. 
mous British admiral—consists of what are 
termed “ barbette ships, from the fashion 
in which the guns are mounted, These are: 
The Anson, Benbow, Camperdown, Colling- 
ieuse 
and Warspite are also ships of the same 
type, but somewhat smaller than the Ad- 
miral class, though in proportionate horse- 
power they are even more formidable. The 
six Admiral“ ships have a tonnage rang- 
ing from 9,150 in the Collingwood to 10, 
000 in the Anson, Benbow and Camperdown; 
and a horse - power ranging from 7,500 in 
the three last named vessels to 11, 150 in the 
Rodney. Each of these ships will be 
mounted with either ten or twelve guns, and 
in every case at least two of these guns will 
be of the 110-ton pattern. The Benbow re- 
cently made her trial trip, and steamed 
70 knots in four hours—an average of 173 
knots an hour, a speed exceeded by very few 
war ships afloat, even counting cruisers 
specially built for speed. And swift as the 
Benbow has shown herself to be, the Colling- 
wood, Howe, Rodney, Warspite, and Im. 
perieuse will be far swift. 

The second class of first-rate iron-clads 
consists of turret-ships. Hitherto English 
turret-ships have been rather slow. The 
Inflexible can scarcely make fourteen knots 
an hour, and the Devastation is still slower. 
But by vastly increasing the proportion of 
horse-power as compared with tonnage the 
admiralty has got over this difliculty. 
While the Devastation, with a tonnage of 
9,330, has only 6,650 horse-power, the Re- 
nown and Sans Pareil, now being construet- 
ed, have a horse-power of not less than 12, 
000, against a tonnage of 10,400. These 
twoships are to be mounted with fifteen 
guns each, these in the turrets being, of 
course, of the largest 9 655 There is also 
another turret-ship, smaller than these, but 
surely a formidable vessel, the Edinburgh, 


Nothing is s noticeable in recent English | 
war-ships as the great proportionate increase | 
of horse-power to tonnage, showing the im- 
portance attached to speed, For tho broad. 
side ships Agincourt and Minotaur the pro- | 
portion of horse-power of tonnage was as six | 
to ten. But this increase of horse-power | 
over tonkage is most, conspicuous. of-all in | 
the torpedo ram Polyphemus, which, with a | 
tonnage of 2,640, has a horse-power of | 
5,520,

iron-clads in Europe. Ships like these cost 
immense sums of money ; but there are not 
afew men in England who would gladly

Boston, Feb, 5.—The Globe's White 
River Junctien dispatches tell the fol- 
lowing story of the frightful accident to 
the Montreal Express on the Central 
Vermont Railway yesterday morning.

If two or three days 
have elapsed, the warm bath must be taken 
just the same, but it will do little toward 
the eradication of the cold; it will simply re- 
lievg the clogged! state of the. system, and 
help to prevent the contraction of further 
colds, provided the matter is properly man- 
8 A cold which has gotten two or 
three days’ start, will run its course in spite 
of everything that can be done for it. Gen- 
erally. several days, and more often two or 
three weeks, are required for a cold to run 
its course. Undoubtedly something can be 
done to shorten the course of a cold, even 
when it has gotten a good start. The most 
important th * to prevent the taking of 
more cold, for this is one of the most power - 
ful causes of the prolongation of colds. 
This will not be best accomplished by the 
taking of hot baths, as is so commonly 
practiced. The better way is to take one 
or two baths at the outset, and then to em- 
ploy only such means of treatment as are 
caltulated to fortify the system inst 
cold by producing a ood ace circulation 
Saline baths taken y, rubbing the body 
with moist salt, and tak aily and 
vigorous exercise in the open air, are amon 
n 
most of their time in the open air, seldom 
suffer long with colds. The writer has 
often*krown persons to cure a hard cold 
when first taken by riding a day in a cold 
crisp atmosphere. An abundance of pure 
air seems to be effective in washing out a 
cold in a marvelous manner. The common 
practice of sitting down in the house when 
a severe cold has been contracted, and cod- 
dling one’s self for fear that more cold will 
be contracted, is a mistaken and injurious 
one, 

Water“drinking is another means of wash- 
ing out a cold, which is well worth employ- 
ing. From two to four pints of hot water 
should be taken each day. A little extra 
clothing should be worn, and it is also well 
to oil the body thoroughly after each bath. 
If the chief seat of the cold is the nose, in 
the form of nasal catarrh, appropriate reme- 
dies, such as have been often recomend- 
ed for acute catarrh, should be employed.

Temyorance Teaching. 


SolenUhc Instruction in the Ontario 


Public Schools. 


We have been requested to publish the 


fellowing article by local temperance workera, 
the petitions referred to therein, which will 
be sent tothe Ontario Government, being 
now circulated for signature in these parts: 


The great object of Canadian school educa- 
to make good and reliable 


In addition to this, that 


NEED POR ACTION. 
No one cause does more to destroy good 


and reliable members of the community than 
does strong dirnk. No influence so clouds 


the brain, hardens the heart, and paralyres 


the will, no vice throws so many helpless 
victims out upon society, no indulgence so 


interferes with the general good and safety 
of the individual, the home and the com- 
munity as does the love of intoxicating drink: 
It is, then, not foreign to the general designs 
of education to give to the pupil information 
which may place him upon his rd in re- 
ference to this general evil, and which may 
induce him intelligently to avoid this 
enemy ol the human race. Since the 
formation of the firat Woman s Christian 
Temperance Union, in Canada, in 1874, these 
principles, with respectful but presistent 
beea placed periodically 
before rds of Education, teachers, insti- 
tutes, synods, conferences, assemblies, etc., 
and also before the honourable Ministers of 
Education successively. During the admin- 
istration of the late Hou. Adam Crooks, in 
response to the request of the W. C. T. 8., 
and other temperance socicties, Dr. Richard- 
son’s Temperance text book was placed in the 
Model and Normal schools, and teachers, 
were se, my to pass an examination in tho 
same his was a gain to the teachers, but, 
as they were not required to give instruction 
on the subject, it may be doubted whether or 
not this was a t boom to the children. 
In 1884. petitions, largely circulated and 
numerously signed, were sent to the Ontario 
Legislature asking that scientific temperance 
instruction be introduced into the Public 
and High schools. 


A OONCEASION GRANTED. 


At a subsequent period numerous deputa- 
tions of W. C. T. U. workers in different parts 
of the province waited upon the present hon. 
Minister of Education and pressed this matter 
upon his attention. The hon. Minister re- 
ied that a book was in course of preparation 
which he thought would meet the views of 
the W. C. T. Unions, and that temperance 
instruction would be given in the schools pro- 
bably once a week. This manual of hygiene 
was published in September, 1886,and,accord- 
ing to the school regulations,is to be used by 
the teacher in classes of the fifth grade and in 
the High schools. One chapter in the book 
is devoted to alcohol and narcetics. 


INADEQUATE PROVISION MADE. 


As the result of inquiry it has been found 
that, as this subject is not made compulsory 
even in the fifth grade—numerous teachers 
testifying that they have had no orders to 
teach temperance—scientific temperance in- 
structions will be crowded out to make room 
for something that is considered necessary. 
Again, itis the testimony of school inspec- 
tors that ninety per cent. of the public school 
children never reach the fifth grade or High 
school, but are sent out an early to earn 
theirdaily bread. Are these e to 
have no instructions or warning concerning 
the snares that are spread for them on every 
side If Education were thorough on this 
subject in our primary and intermediate 
Classes we should see less frequent exhibitions 
of the boy tobacco-lover, and there would be 
leas need for boys’ reformatories. 


A HOPEFUL PROSPEOT, 


We have not met with much opposition to 
this desired good. Even the man who drinks 
the most does not object to having his child- 
red guarded from such an appetite, as far as 
education can do this. But there has been 
an indifference displayed on this subject that 
has been mere disheartening and paralyzing 
than open opposition. Now, however, there 
seems to be a rising of the tide in this direc- 
tion, and we look anxidusly for what it may 
cast upon our shores. f 


W. C. T. U. PLATFORM. 


The desire of the W. C. T. Union of Ontario 
in reference to this matter is: ;
